The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a combination of a screen system comprises a frame, the frame having 
a hook, which comprises a first arm section generally perpendicular to the frame, a 
second arm section integral with the first arm section and generally parallel to the frame 
and a finger extending from the second arm section for engaging the retainer of the 
housing (claim 3) and a depression located on a side of the frame opposite the hook 
(claim 8) set forth in the claims. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.
